with about the same effectiveness."

In this lesson 
we have to do with the new task 
that they found with their reawak- 
ened faith. 


Hitherto, (hoy had been dependent 


upon their Masters' physical presence 
rhen- hope and faith and outlook de- 
pended very much upon their near- 
ness to Him iind upon their nearness 
to His-words.-They had hcen looking 
forward to His setting up an earth- 
ly kingdom, und they had anticipat- 
ed that in that kingdom they were 
to have the positions of place and 
power. 


Now they were brought face to 


face witli the fact that Jesus had not 
come to set up an earthly kingdom 
m a physical sense, but a spiritual 
kingdom, and they began to under- 
stand words that before must have 
bocn full of mystery. 


They realized 
that 
the salvation 


wluch Jesus had come (o bring w.as 
not a limited salvation, for. -a few 
people at a particular crisis in their 
history, but it was to be a salvation 
for all men. For the first time there 
came to them the vision of a king- 
dom that was to. be all over the earth 
and in which all men, without dis- 
tinction of race, color or class, who 
found salvation through the Gospel 
were to have their part. 


These things must have been form- 


ing very clearly in their minds, but 
they -were made more specific by the 
words- of Jesus in which the whole 
missionary project of the church has 
found its charter, "Go ye therefore 
and make disciples of all the nations 
baptizing them into the name of the 
Father and of the Son of the Holy 
Ghost; teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I commanded you;

It is almost impossible for us to- 


day .to grasp the original

and significance of these words. We 
have been so familiar for generations 
with Christianity as a world religion,

It came 
to an end in the year 1804 when, by 
vote of 3,572,329 to 2569, the French 
people ratified the decision of their 
parliament to proclaim Napoleon Bon- 
aparte

French. 


At that precise moment, at thc oth- 


er side of the Atlantic Ocean, another 
younger and more vigorous experi- 
ment in self-government was beginn- 
ing to come into its own. 


The rebellion of the people of the

Eclipse of Sun Is 


Scheduled April 7 


E c l i p s e Will Occur 


During Afternoon 


on a Sunday

NEW YORK—A partial eclipse of 


the sun will sweep 
from 
the 
West 


across the entire United States Sun- 
day. April 7. 


For nearly all the country, it will 


be a partial eclipse, but 
for a 150- 


mile-wide strip from Del Rio. Texas, 
to Jacksonville, Fh.., the -spectacle will 
be a rare annular—or ring—eclipse. 


In the area of the annular eclipse, 


there will seem to be u narrow ring of 
fire around the moon. 
This will be 


a thin rim of the sun. visible there 
because the moon will be so far from 
the earth 
its face will not completely 


hide the sun. 


The Negative Shadow 


The moon will blot out 'Ji! per cent 


of the sun's diameter, which means it 
will cover all but M per cent of thu 
sun's area. 


Thc shadow 
that passes over the 


earth will he real enough, but won't 
actually be thc black cone of shadow 
that streams from the side of the 
moon opposite the sun. It will be the 
hour-glass 
extension 
of 
that 
black 


cone, known to astronomers as the 
negative shadow. 


Under the ring-shaped central path 


the sun will 
Rivo about 
twice the 


light of the full moon. The sight will 
last five to six minutes. 
During the 


time smoked glasses may let the spec- 
tator look directly at vast tongues of 
flame 
."hooting 
thousands 
of 
miles 


above the sun's edge. Screened cam- 
eras will be able to photograph the 
mile-high 
mountains 
on 
the 
edge 


of the moon. 


Two Scientific Tests 


Two 
great astronomical feat.s 
svill 


be undertaken in Texas. One, in the 
Chisos mountains, 50 miles south of 
Alpine, Texas, will be to measure the 
strength of the infrared rays „{ ihe 
sun's edge. This strength is still un- 
known. Their measurement may some 
day be useful in long-range weather 
lorecasting. 


Thc other feat will bring into use 


a new instrument, the eoronavisur, in- 
vented by Dr. A. M. Skellett of the 
Bell Telephone Laboratories. 
It uses 


Ihe principle of television scanning 
to reveal what is ordinarily invisible 
in the glare around the edge of the 
sun. 


The instrument will show the sun's 


corona, which will not be visible to ihe. 
oye or to cameras. The .scanner con- 
verts the light around the sun's edi/c 
into electricity and, oddly, makes twi 
kinds of current, direct 
and alter- 


nating. 


1.8110 Miles An Hour 


The alternating light come.s from 


the invisible corona, a pearly structure 
of streamers like a million-mile wide 
collar around the sun. Thc coronavisor 
converts the alternating current back 
into light, and thereby has an image 
of the corona. This will be the instru- 
ment's first use in an eclipse. 
Ob- 


servations will be made at the Mc- 
Donald observatory. Mt. Locke. Texas 
a lew miles north of the ring path.
